RESCUE P4RTY GONE 


D*cl*r> and lNur»e» start for 


CUicltaoMtuga 


NASHUA, Aug. 30.—Governor Barns- 


dell is losing no time in looking after 
the sick soldier* of the First New 
Hampshire volunteers. 
He has dc. 


termined to throw to one side almost 
any other state business and bead all 
his energies to the task of getting the 
sick men within the borders of their 
native state, Tuesday afternoon the 
Governor dispatched a rescue party from 
Concord to go to the aid of the sick 
soldiers. He met this party at Nashua 
Junction and gave them final instruc- 
tions for their trip. The party consists 
of Dis. Stilliugs and Parker, accompan- 
ied by two male and four female nurse?. 
In Boston, the party was joined by Sur- 
geon-General Towle of the Governor's 
staff, and one male and two female 
nurses, and the combined party char- 
tered a car which was loaded with a 
large amount of hospital supplies. They 
will hasten to meet Colonel Tolles and 
party, who left Chickamanga last even- 
ing at 9 o'clock with forty-five sick 
soldiers in charge. 


They will learn his proposed route be- 


fore leaving Boston and expect to meet 
him half way. Colonel Tolles esut a 
dispatch Tuesday afternoon to the effect 
that his train was equipped with sup- 
plies, physicians and nurses supplied by 
the general Government aud the men 
nadir 
their 
care 
are 
very sick. 


It thought best, Dr. Stillings, who is in 
charge of the rescue party, will join 
Colonel Tolles and will assist in bring- 
ing the forty five sick soldiers to New 
Hampshire. 
If they are not needed, 


this party will continue on to Chicka- 
mauga and will gather up the remainder 
of the sick soldiers and will start for 
New Hampshire with them. It is bo 
lieved that there are some thirty five 
men left behind by Colonel Tolles. 
It 


will depend very much on the advice of 
Colonel Tolles as to what Dr. Stillings 
and party will do when they meet. 


If Dr. Stillings and party return with 


these men, another rescue train will bo 
made up to go for the remainder of the 
men in the hospitals at Chickamauga 
undtthe Goveinor states that it may be 
necessary to send a train to Kentucky 
to get the sick men which muist bo theie, 
for it is believed that a number of men 
went with the regiment who should not 
have done so, and will have to go into 
hospitals as soon as they arms in the 
new camp. 


There seems to have been a lot of 


mystery about the sick, for it was sup- 
posed that when the Gummings party 
arrived Saturday night, that there were 
very few sick men left, and Colonel 
Tolles would be able to bring them all, 
but now it comes out that there have 
been men in four of the smaller hos- 
pitals which were not counted in the 
first list and this swells the number of 
sick left behind when the reg'iment left 
for Kentucky to over 125 men, which, 
with the 85 convalescents sent home, 
shows that the ranks of the regiment 
was terribly thinned by sickness, to any 
nothing of the brave fellows who have 
died since leaving New Hampshire.

Ono of the most thrilling experiences 


recorded in tho annuls of shooters' ca- 
reers was thut in which Dick Singleton, 
an old time Bradford shooter, played 
the. rolu of hero, lie played it well too. 
Thut thesi'U.satioiml drama did not tnru 
out to lio a tragedy iu which six lives 
wero taken in tho lust act is dtio to tlie 
hero's cool hyail, quick decision and su- 
perb uervo iu tho fuco of ifluiost certain 
death. 


irin^U'tou was one of th^ best known 


shooters in tho Bradford field. 
Ho had 


all tlio qualities which outer into tho 
make up of u successful juggler with 
death's agencies. He had shot hundreds 
of wells and transported glycerin all 
over roads which at certain seasons 
had no counterpart for all round vil- 
lainy anywhere, but his reckless caution 
had always averted a catastrophe. 


OHV day Singlotoii started out to shoot 


n Weli located near Bradford. Tho well 
had beun "drilled iu" two or three days 
hofutro, hut tho shooter had beeu too 
busy to ptit in a shot. 


Arrived at tho well Singleton pro- 


ceeded tu Jill tho shells with glycerin 
from hiJs cans. That is a proceeding of 
Komi' dVlicacy, as glycerin allows no 
libt-rtiesvto bo taken with it. Care must 
bi> exi-rc'tsed in pouiiug tho stuff fro;u 
tho cans into tho shells. 


Tlie \vtill was about 1,800 feet deep, 


and ihtrinj; the interval since drilling 
hud stopped about 1,000 feet of lluid 
had accumulated iu tho hole. 


There "was nothing unusual about 


that, but souiftbiuK unusual did Imp- 
pen speedily and most inopportunely, 
something calculated to turn one's hair 
gray and make such an impression on 
tho memories of tho men present as 
time could not efface. 


The glycerin shell had been lowered 


several hundred feet, and Singleton was 
slowly playing out the cord, when he 
felt the lino slacken. 
Immediately ho 


heard an ominous roar. It was a souud 
to appall the stoutest heart. 


The well had started to Jlowl 
Singleton knew tho meaning of that 


sound, llo knew that u column of oil 
1,000 feet high, obeying the impetus of 
the mighty forces of nature, then in 
convulsion 2,OuO feet underground, was 
forcing to tho surface with a velocity of 
a cannon ball a shell containing 20 
quarts of glycerin. 


He realized that the propulsive energy 


of that column of oil would project tho 
shell against, the timbers of the derrick 
with tremendous force. 
No need to 


speculate on what wuuld follow tho im- 
pact. 


All this was flashed upon Singleton's 


consciousness as ho stood Icuuing over 
tho hole. The thought flash and the 
signal of peril were coincident in point 
of time. 


It was an awful moment—such a 


moment as no man bad ever experienced 
uud lived to describe. 


Singleton's companions understood 


the import of that terrifying .sound. 
Acting upon a natural impulse, they 
turned t') tiro, seeking in flight tho 
safety which they knew it was futile to 
hope for. "Almost before terror could 
impart motion to their limbs the catas- 
trophe would befall. 


If Singleton had lost his head or hes- 


itated for only a fractional part of a sec- 
ond, six men would have been blown 
into eternity, aud another horror would 
have been added to thu long list charged 
to the account of uitroglycerin. 


But he did uot lose his head. lie 


knew that flight was useless. No time 
for that. Whether ho should run or 
stay, death Keeemd to bo inevitable. 


If he should stay, there was one 


chance—only one. It came to Singleton 
like an inspiration. The one chauce de- 
cided him. Desperate as it was—-a mil- 
lion to oue that it would fail—ho re- 
solved to take it. 


Who can say what passed through 


tho man's rnind during the inappreciable 
Iractiou of time that ho waited to put 
his plan into execution? 


Perhaps Singlotou himself could not 


describe "what his mental vision beheld 
in that brief interval between the warn- 
ing and tho appearance of tho messenger 
of oteruity. 


He was conscious of nothing hut the 


peril which was rushing upon him and 
his companions and of the stern resolve 
to stand at his post and do all that he- 
roic manhood could do to avert tho im- 
pending doom. 


Men think quickly at such time. Sin- 


gleton's mind acted with the celerity of 
lightning. His muscles obeyed tho man- 
date of the "will with electric prompti- 
tude. 


He made his title clear to heroism on 


that eventful day. He braced himself, 
and as the shell shot from the hole ha 
threw his arms around it, not knowing 
but the sudden arrest of motion would 
explode the charge and not knowing 
that he could hold the shell at ail 


Desperation 
gave 
him strength. 


There he stood, victor over death, sur- 
prised to find himself alive and smoth- 
ered in the thick, greasy fluid which 
flowed from the well and fell in tor- 
rents upon him. But he held fast to the 
prize which his alert mind, quick eye 
and prompt action had won in tho 
hand to hand grapple "with the forces of 
destruction. 


Singleton is still living somewhere 


in tho lower oil country, and he occa- 
sionally triea his hand at A shot, but if 
he should live until the final day of 
judgment ho could never forget the day 
when ho played back stop iu the game 
between life and death, with nature in 
the box and 20 quarts of nitroglyceriu 
doing service as a balL—St. Louis Re- 
public.

Boston, Aug. ISO.—Vegetation is 10- 


ported us most thrifty. Growing crops- 
('(. all kinds a.re vigorous.and advancing 
rapidly. Meadows and pastures are as 
green as in June. The excessive moist- 
ure and high temperature have retardsd 
haying- and grain harvest, and havu 
also been conducive to rot in potatoes, 
beans and late grain. The damp weather 
has been unfavorable to tobacco cutting 
and curirjs, and has delayed farm pur- 
suits generally. It will, however, fur- 
nish bountiful and excellent fall feed. 
and stock will begin the winter season 
in eiceellfnt condition. Plowing for fall 
and winter grain is now in progress m 
sections where soil is not too wet. Ten 
days to a fortnight are needed to mature 
corn, potatoes, cure tobacco, and finish, 
as whole, a prosperous season. 


Haying is still in progress in many 


sections, but for the larger part it is 
the second crop, or hungarian grass. 
fVhile the weather has been too wet 
considerable has been accomplished, and 
now the crop is practically secured. The 
crop of rowen is large and the quality 
generally excellent. Grass and pasture 
lands are in good condition, and are 
thus prepared fora severe winter with- 
out danger of great injury. 


High winds accompanying local storms 


have caused more or less damage to 
app'ss, peaches, pears and plums. Early 
apples are reported quite plentiful in 
many parts of the district. The winter 
crop is light, but generally in improved 
condition. 
Reports are mostly unfa- 


vorable to peaches, stating that In nu- 
merous orchards they are prematurely 
ripening and the fruit Is Infarlor. Cran- 
berries are less promising on account of 
damage from aun scald and Insects. 
From present outlook the crop will be 
less than the average yield. 


Complaint of rot and rust in pota 


toes in received from all sections. Nev- 
ertheless, there seems little likelihood 
of the yield or quality of the tubers be- 
ing seriously affected. 
The crop Is be- 


ing dug in many sections, especially in 
the southern part of the district. Vines 
are reported in fine condition. Cucum- 
bers for pickling are especially £bu 
dant. Tomatoe* are very plentiful, but 
the weather conditions have not fa- 
vored Opening ol the fruit. 
Garden 


vegetables of excellent quality are stll 
abundant.
